Dear Bill: 


It was a pleasure to hear from you and for you to present such an interesting 
problem. 

The patent date of February 26, 1895 is mentioned on page IV-4-12 of our book, 
but I have no idea what the patent covers and will look it up. I may have to check all 
patents issued on that date as it may be in some other category and probably would not be 
Hoag. 

The placement of the auxiliary beam can be on the left or right side of the main 
beam when observed from the platform (see various pictures). This is possible because 
the markings are on both sides of the beam and the spacers and screws are reversible. 

What I need from you is the thickness (width) of the main beam for coins on 
yours and the thickness of your postage auxiliary beam. In all our beams the postage 
beam is the thicker. 


The subject has endless fascination. 


Best to both of you from both of us.
